The Golden Jubilee of the Bourne- 


mouth ‘Hebrew Congregation. was 
celebrated 
special service at the synagogue in 
Wootton Gardens and a reception at 
the Pavilion, in both of which the 
Chief Rabbi and local civic dignitaries 
participated, 

In his sermon at the synagogue. the 
Chief Rabbi began with a reference to 
the anxiety shared by Jews and others 
over “the extraordinary and unpre- 
dictable developments that have arisen in 
the Middle East.” He uttered a fervent 
prayer that “the nations of the world 
which are intimately concerned with the 
preservation of peace in that area shall 


be guided by wisdom, understanding, and: 


sympathy in their: efforts to reduce ten- 
sion and to provide occasion. for. an 
ullimate peaceful settlement.” 

Ihe Bournemouth congregation, Rabbi 
Brodic said, had been established by a 
handful of people 50 years ago not only 
for their own immediate spiritual needs 
but also to provide a. focal point in the 
life of the growing Jewish communtty 
and for the benefit of future generations. 


Two Surviving Founders 


The service “was conducied by — the 
minister of the synagogue, Rabbi. J 
Indech, and the two readers, the Rev. A. 
Byitenskt and the Rev, J. Kahan. The 
Ark. was opened by Mr. W.. Solomon 
and the scrolls were borne in procession 
by the Chief Rabbi and five leading mem- 
bers of the congregation, including Mr. 
H. P. Lorie and Mr. M. Cress, the soie 
surviving founders of the synagogue. 

rhe congregation, the only Orthodox 
synagogue im Bournemouth—the other, 
of recent. origin, is a Reform one—was 
founded in July, 1905, when the town 
(now one of the most popular holiday 
resoris of Anglo-Jewry, with a resident 
Jewish population of 1,500) contained 
lewer than a score of Jewish families. 

[he congregation grew and was able 
lo erect a permanent synagogue six years 
after foundation, Those premises 
have now become inadequate and, when 
he spoke at the reception in the evening, 
the Chief Rabbi expressed the hope that 
the synagogue, communal hall, and the 
classrooms would be expanded, and said 
he was sure the Anglo-Jewish community 
as a whole would help this project. 

Mr. H. Solomon, who shared the chair- 
manship at the reception with Mr. H. 
Kasnur, stated that the reconsiruction 
plans would shortly be submitted to. the 
congregation for consideration.

The British Foreign Secretary is known 
to hold the opinion that ihe Tripartite 
Declaration of 1950 is adequate and that 
there is no necessity for a new. Western 
guarantee of -Israel’s fronters. And,

millan has apparently decided against 
giving additional arms supplies to Israel 
to balance Soviet bloc sales to Egypt. 

The Western view seems to be that the 
Czech-Egyptian arms deal will not upset 
Israel’s alleged military superiority ‘over 
the Arab States. 

However. in the event of Mr. Sharett’s 
tatks with Mr. Molotov proving. fruntful 
—from the Isracli point of view—At Is 
not inconceivable that the Western 
Foreign Ministers might reconsider 
Israel's demands.

Litth Enthusiasm 


For the historical record. it must be 
reported that Mr. Sharett’s arrival here 
failed to arouse any marked enthusiasm 
on the part of the three Western Foreign 
Ministers, who at first imtimated that they 
would have no tme to see him before 
Geneva. When the: Israeli Premier 
stepped out of the El Al ‘plane at the 
Paris airport on Sunday evening he imme- 
diately announced that he had come to 
seek arms parity for Israel with the Arab 
States and Big-Power guarantees for the 
Israeli-Arab borders. He denied that any 


“Soviet bloc countries had made any offer 


of arms. to Kksrael. 
-_ .Mr. Dulles was the first to relent and 
agreed to see Mr. Sharett in Parts-—but 
not before Wednesday afternoon. Mr.

DISCUSSIONS IN 
GENEVA 


Approach to Soviet 
Union

GENEVA, Thursday 

The Israeli Prime. Minister, Mr. 
Sharett, arrived here at noon, accom- 
panied by the Israeli Ambassadors in 
London, Paris, and New York. He 
was met by Israeli diplomats here and 
a group of Jewish leaders. 

From the airfield he went immediately 
to his residence, a private house which 
has been hired for him and his accom- 
panyving political advisers during their 
siay- in Swizerland. 

Phere ts keen disappointment here that 
his Paris meetings with Mr. Macmillan, 
the Briush’, Foreign Secretary, and Mr. 
Dulles, U.S.A. Secretary of State, have 
not resulied in any apparent change in the 
attitude of the Western Powers to supply 
arms to Israel to counterbalance the situa- 
von created by the rapid large supply 
of Sovict arms to Egypt. 


Russian Secrecy 


No date has yet been fixed. for > Mr. 
Sharett’s meeting with Mr. Molotov, the 
Foreign Minister, but members 
of the Russian delegation here say. that 
Mr. Molotov will see Mr. Sharett “as 
Soon as possible,” 

Foreign. political observers who have 
had close contact with the Russians main- 
(ain that while the meeting may lcad to 
a clarification of relations between the 
U.S.S.R. and Israel, 1. 1s doubtful whether 
Russia will agree to stop the supply of 
It is significant that 
Mr. Leonid Hychev, the Soviet official 
spokesman here, at a press conference held 
a few hours after Mr. Molotov arrived, 
refused to drop so much as a hint when, 
or even whether, Mr. Molotov would con- 
fer with Mr. Sharett. He also refused to 
commit himself on whether the Middle 
East situation would be discussed by the 
four Foreign Ministers. Nevertheless, 1 
iS openly admitted that the Middle East, 
although not yet on the official agenda of 
the. conference opening today, dominates 
the thoughts of all foreign diplomats who 
have arrived here. 


Propaganda Campaign 


Ihe Arabs here are indulging in a 
vociferous propaganda campaign among 
forcign visitors. The former Secretary- 
General of the Arab League, Abdul 
Rahman Azzam, told press representatives 
that Israeli efforts to “influence” the 
Wesicrn Powers are bound to fail. He 
denounced both the United Nations and 
the Western Powers, who, he alleged, 
had failed to give due consideration to 
the Arab States. 

A number of Ministers from the Arab 
States. are expected to arrive here 


shortiy. 


The Swiss press has so far not given 
Isracls case -adequate’ presentation. 
Several papers have, however, given. a 
good’ deal of prominence to Azzam’s 
statement. 

Mr. Sharett, it is believed, will remain 
in Geneva for a few days. 


DEMAND FOR SECURITY TREATY

Nevertheless, the Labour Zionists have 
called on the American Zionist Council 
to iMitiate mass action. At the same 
time, they have arranged a fally at 
Carnegie Hall on Tuesday next, as well 
regional —. at which demands will 
be made for the Uniied States to con- 
clude a security treaty with Israel. | 
Mr. Jacob Katzman, the Executive 
Director of the Labour Zionist Organisa- 


tion, told me that many members of his 
group were seeking ways of aiding Israc] 
either through political or other efforts. 
The American Jewish Committee has 
appealed to the United States Govern- 
ment to offer immediately security 
guarantees to Israel and the Arab States 
in an eflort Lo prevent hostilities. 
Meanwhile, the Israeli Consulate here 


is Sull receiving cash as well as offers from 


volunteers wishing to fight for Isracl. 

Quoting a “ high authority,”” Mr. Louis 
Segal, a member of the Jewish Agency 
Executive. told the press here on Tuesday 
that the State Department was trying to 
prevent France from delivering arms to 
Isracl, in an effort to avert an arms race. 
He claimed that Mr. Dulles had told a 
Congressional group recently that the 
question of an Israeli-American security 
treaty was a matter for Congressional 
decision.

Call to the Community

There. is’ no. Jewish: institution 
which has been so completely identi- 
fied with Zionism throughout its exts- 
tence as the synagogue,” stated Dr. 
I. S.. Fox, Chairman ‘of the. Zionist 
Federation. when he spoke at a Lon- 


don and Home Counties Synagogue 
Conference, held at Woburn House, 


london. on Thursday of last week. 
The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, President 
of the Synagogue Council, was in the 
chatr. 

Dr, Fox asked why in some synagogues 
there was discrimination against the State 
of Isiacl and Zionism. There were those 
who asseriecd that Zionism was merely 
concerned with politics and should, there- 
fore, not be mixed up. with spiricual 
occasions. Sirong evidence which. testi- 
fied. to the inaccuracy of ‘this notion was 
to. be found-in the prayers themselves 
reciied in the synagogue, 
more often than — not 


Zionist prayers. 


Religion in Israel 


Mr: Barnett Janner; M.P.,. stressed the 
example of British Zionists in their efforts 
to break. down party. barriers in. their 
approach to a love of Zionism and in 
support of Isracl. Ihe observance of 
traditional Judaism had been, and; he 
heheved, would continue to be, the back- 


bone of. al! their efforts. 
Dayan Dr. M. S. Lew said he: did 
not: share the view of those. who con- 


tended that in Israel there was less religion 
than in the Diaspora. In Israel he him- 
found a more intense feeling 
for Jewish hfe than in Britain and clse- 
where. But it was true to say that there 
were: certain sécularist trends Israel, 
Hie had been shocked to read the account 
of the observance of Yom Kippur in an 
Israeli ship [printed in THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE of October 7]. It was their 
sacred duty to see to it as Zionists that the 
Jewish tradition in which they were nur- 
tured ‘was respected in. Zionist circles. 

During the discussion H was argued 
that Jewish day schools were not being 
adequately supported by the community : 
that the Yiddish language being on the 
wane, greater efforts should be made to 
teech Hebrew as a living language; and 
that synagogue ladies guilds should be 
encouraged to play their part in. promot- 
ing Zionist work, 

Replying to the discussion, Rabbi Dr. 
J. Litvin criticised the view of one speaker 
who had argued that appeals should not 
be made for Israel on Yom Kippur night.

PREVENTING MIDDLE EAST ARMS RACE 
Britain’s Policy Remains Unchanged 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


“ The Government's policy has been 
and continues to be based on the 
Tripartite Declaration of 1950 and the 
need tO prevent an arms race,” 
declared Mr. R. H. Turton, Joint 
Foreign Under-Secretary, replying to 
a question by Mr. GrorGe THOMAS 
(Lab., Cardiff, W.), in the Commons 
on Tuesday. | 


Mr. Thomas also asked what repre- 
seniations the Government had made to 
Egypi concerning the purchase of arms 
from behind the lron Curtain. 

Mr. Turton replied that representations 
had been made to the Egyptian Govern- 
ment by the British on 
Octobes 1 and October 6. | 

‘Their purpose,” he added, “ was to 
warn the Egyptian Government of the 
dangers inherent in. accepting assistance 
of this. kind from Communist countries.” 

Sir Perer Macponatp (Con., Isle of 
Wight) asked in. the Commons on 
Wednesday what sales of arms from the 
United Kingdom to Israel and Egypt had 
been approved by the Government since 
the present régime in Egypt took power. 

Mr. R. H. Turton, Joint Foreign 
Under-Secretary, stated in a_ written 
reply : “It is contrary to the Govern- 
ment’s normal practice to disclose details 
of military equipment supplied to foreign 
Governments.” 

Mr. EManvuet SHINWELL (Lab.. Easing- 
ton) is to. ask next Monday for a state- 
ment on the Foreign Secretary's conversa- 
tions Mr... Dulles and. his 
representations to the Egyptian Govern- 
ment. on the supply of arms to Middle 
East countries. 

Mr. W. Ww. Hamil ron (Lab., Fife, W.) 


has tabled a question to Mr, Peter 
THORNEYCROFT, President of the Board 
of Trade, asking for publication of 


figures showing the total volume and 
value and nature of arms sold by Britain 
to Israel and Egypt, respectively, in each 
of the last four years. 

Another question by Mr. Hamilton, 
this time to the Foreign Secretary, Mr. 
HAROLD MACMILLAN, asks how many 
Sherman tanks have been sold by this 
country to Israel in the last four years, 
and how many were sold to France in 
the same period. He also wants to know 
what future sales of similar equipment 
are contemplated. 

Centurion tanks are referred to in a 
question to be put by Mr. Eric Joun- 
SON (Con., Blackley). He is to ask how 
many of these tanks have been sold to 
Egypt during 1955, and for how many 
more have such sales been authorised. 


The Suez Blockade 


Questions dealing with Egypt's con- 
unued blockade of the Suez Cana! have 
also been tabled. 

Mr. Johnson is to ask what action the 
British Government has taken in regard 
to the new regulations announced by 
Egypt on September 11 for ships entering: 
the Gulf of Aqaba. 

He is also to ask how far Egypt is 
now allowing freedom in the use of the 
Suez Canal, and what further action. is 
proposed to ensure “ that this obligation 
is honoured.” 

Mr. R. A.. Bu TLER, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, is also included in Mr. John- 
son's search for information. The ques- 
tion this time concerns: blocked sterling, 
and Mr. Johnson wants to know for what 
reason the rate at which Egypt’s blocked 
sterling can be released has been increased 
“when that country is at war 
Israel.”

BRIGADIER ALLON 
TALKS ON TV 


Israel’s Readiness for 
Peace

Israel's readiness to begin peace 
talks with the Arab States was empha- 
sised by Brigadier Yigal Allon, Achdut 
Avoda Member of the Knesset, on 
Tuesday, when he was interviewed in 
“ Highlight,” on the 
B.B.C. Television Service. 

He is believed to be the first Israeli 
Member of the Knesset to have put his 
country’s case to the British TV public. 
Last week Mr. Edward Atiyah, the tormer 
head of the Arab Office in London, was 
interviewed in the same programme and 
stated bluntly that the Arab States wanted 
io see Israel eliminated. 

In reply to quesiions, Brigadier Allon, 
who was introduced’ as the hero of the 
Israecli-Arab war, said mM was not. true 
that Israel had more arms than all the 
Arab countries put together. He pointed 
out that Israel was a small country, that 
Egypt alone had superiority over Israel 
in arms, and that as a result of this 
imbalance Israel must rely on ‘her. spirit, 
fighting quality, and intellectuad 
superiorly.

expansion, Brigadier Allon said that peace 


could: be achieved immediately. if the 
Arabs. wanted it. Israel was ready to 
talk peace at any time.

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YIDDISH POET’S VISIT TO BRITAIN 
Outstanding Exponent of his Art

Admirers of Yiddish gave a warm 
welcome this week to a distinguished 
visitor from Israel, Mr. Abraham 
Suzkever, who is paying a brief visit 
to this country. 

He arrived here from Paris where he 


lived for many years and where he started 
the publication of the GOLDENER Ke!t 


publication of the Yiddish Gouvenen 
Keir. 


_A. wanderer by temperament, Suzkever, 
since his Siberian days, has visited more 
countries than perhaps any other Yiddish 
writer of his day. Nearly all his wander- 
ings have been depicted with great talent 
in his works. Two years ago he toured 
South America, where the Jewish Literary 
Society published his anthology entitled 
“Fun Drei Velten.”” Some time earlier 
he toured § Africa, 


Abraham Suzkever (left) with Mark Chagall 


(the Golden Chain), now recognised as 
the leading Iitterary periodical in the 
Yiddish world. 
Abraham Suzkever today occupies a 
special place in Yiddish literature and is 
considered one of the three outstanding 
Yiddish poets, the other two being Itzik 
Manger and Levik. Although = only 
just over the age of 40, he has written 
many books which considered 
Yiddish classics. Born in Eastern Poland, 
he spent his childhood in Siberia, a 
dramatic and great chapter in his life to 
which he devoted a special book illus- 
trated -by Marc Chagall. After his 
return from Siberia he studied in Vilna. 
where he conirtbuted to the ToG and 
other Yiddish newspapers, quickly win- 
ning for himself a reputation among the 
young Yiddish poets. When the Germans 
invaded Vilna in 1941 he went into 
hiding for a brief period, but soon joined 
the Jewish partisans, taking part in many 
hattles against the Nazis. His fame in 
the partisan unit, and the renown he had 
acquired for his inspired writing, soon 
reached Moscow... In 1943 the Soviet 
authorities sent a special ‘plane to take 
‘him to the Russian capital, where he was 
awarded the Order of the Red Star’ for 
his services in the partisan units. In 1946 
Suzkever was one of the chief witnesses 
at the Nuremberg trials. 
‘After a. brief. period in Russia he 
Settled in Paris, whence he emigrated to 
Isracl, continutng there his writing and

SHEKEL CAMPAIGN 
IN BRITAIN 


Dr. Zwergbaum’s Visit 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 

Dr. Aharon Zwergbaum, Director 
of the Shekel Division, Organisation 
Deparmem of the World Zionist 
Organisation, has arrived jn London 
to assist in the preparation for the 
selection of a British delegation to the 
Zionist Congress, which is due to be 
held in Jerusalem on July 10 next. 

At this critical juncture, he said, when 
the Zionist Movement everywhere, and 
particularly in the Western countries, 
must mobilise behind Israel both Jewish 
and general public opinion, it was of the 
utmost importance that the present shekel 
Should, provide impressive 

The shekel was not only the sole basis 
of representation at the Zionist Congress, 
Dr. Zwergbaum added. but also a con- 


crete token of direct interest in Zionist 


affairs, and in the safety and well-being 
of the State of Israel. It would be 
disastrous if a small number of shekel- 
holders were to indicate to the Govern- 
ments and to the public that the Jewish 
communities in the Diaspora were not 
fully behind Israel in her present predica- 
ment, which was. caused by the arms 
supplies from the Soviet bloc to. the 
Arabs. 


Congress Delegates 


Dr. Zwergbaum Stated that for the last 
Congress in. 195]. nearly 3,773,000 
Shekalim had been sold to 1,850,000 
holders in. over sixty Jewish communities, 
The Unued States had occupied, natur- 
ally, the first place with 774,000 shekel- 
Holders, followed Israel's 665,000. 
The Unned Kingdom had been sixth 
with about 48,000. 

Although the total number of delegates 
to a Zionist Congress was related to the 
number of shekalim sold, Dr. Zwergbaum 
explained, that it had. been the practice 

in order to avoid the complete domina- 
tion by Americans and Israelis—to dis- 
tribute the seats not entirely on a 
proportional basis. Thus, while about 
13. S00 double shekalim: secured the first 
five delegates from a country, each 
additional seat might require at least 
10,000 shekalim, or even more. The 
number of delegates at the last Zionist 


Congress, he recalled. had been 446 (of 


whom 185 had been Israels and 121 
from the United States). Britain then 
had ten elected representatives. 

In Britain, he said, the shekel campaign 
was somewhat lagging behind, and owing 
to the several changes in the date of the 
Congress——-but vigorous efforts. were now 
being made to reach and even to exceed 
the number of shekalim sold for the 
previous Congress. According to the 
regulations each group of at least 200 
shekel-holders was entitled to put forward 
a list of candidates for Congress, but 
should the Zionist parties here agree on 
the distribution of the seats, there would 
he no need for elections.

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RELIGION IN THE ATOMIC AGE 
Answering our Problems 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Rabbi C. E. Cassell, Mrs. Joan 
Solomon (science mistress at Ealing 
Grammar School), Dr. A. Charlesby 
(formerly Principal Scientific Officer at 
Harwell), and Mr. Moss Murray, a 
journalist, gave their views on the 
subject of “The Challenge of the 
Atomic Age” to the Younger Mem- 
bers’ branch of the A.J.A. at the 
Allied Circle Club, 46 Green Street, 
W.1, on Monday evening. The Chair- 
man was Dr. Stanley Davis. 

He could in no way, said Rabbi 
Cassell, blame the scientists or decry the 
fact that they played with things as 
dangerous as atomic energy. It 
seemed to him thai God in His wisdom 
had made man in such a way that he 
was able to discover such things as had 
been discovered and that therefore the 
scientists were absolutely right in doing 
what they did in trying to probe ever 
more deeply imto the secrets of nature 
and trying to master them.. But he was 
_ equally certain that the mattér must not 
be left there and that unless religion— 
and they at that gathering were only 
concerned with the Jewish religion—was 
able to give an answer to these proviems, 
they were all doomed. 

Mrs. Solomon said that science should 
be understandable to all members of the 
community and that it should be in the 
hands of the community as a whole and 
not in those of a few people who were 
regarded with a lot of suspicion. 


If, said Mr. Murray, they were to 
understand what scientists were attempt- 
ing, the scientists must realise that they 
must not remain aloof from mankind. 

Dr. Charlesby said they had to face the 
fact that without atomic energy their 
standard of living. would, in about a 
generation, go down because they would 
not have the power with which to carry 
on-—the shortage of coal, for example, 
would a serious restriction, and 
civilisation, as they knew it, would even- 
tually disappear. 

Dealing with the importance of the 
moral issues involved, he emphasised the 
fact that the work done on atoms—good 
or bad—was entirely the responsibility 
of the citizens of the country.

Maybaum, Minister of 
the Edgware Reform Synagogue, and 
the Rev. Eric Fenn, Literary Secretary 
of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, London, spoke on ‘The 
Jewish and Christian Interpretation of 
God,” at St. Ninian’s Church, Golders 
Green, N.W., last week. The Minis- 
ter of the Church, the Rev. Staniey 
Evans, presided. 

Both speakers dealt with those things 
which boih religions had in common and 
those which divided them, Dr. ay- 
baum siressed that Judaism excluded 
belief in a mediator, and said 
texi “ Ye shall be unto Me a Kingdom 
of Priests’ meant that every Jew - had 
to stand without a mediator before God. 
In other words, Jews were lay. priests. 

Judaism and Christianity were both 
Messianic movements, Dr. Maybaum 
added, and if Christianity were without 
that Messianism it would lapse into 
paganism. The Christian who lost con- 
tact with the Old Testament’ inevitably 
lapsed into the pagan period. 

Mr. Fenn said both Christianity 
Judaism were religions of revelation.

GERMANY AND THE 
DREYFUS CASE 


Dr. Bruno Weil’s Analysis 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“The German Government could 
have helped to establish Dreyfus’s 


innocence, but deliberately refused to — 


do so,” declared Dr. Bruno Weil, the 
author and histonan, of New York, 
when he addressed the Association of 
Former German-Jewish Students, at 
the New Liberal Synagogue, 51 Bel- 
size Square, N.W.3, last week. Mr. 
Pp. Chapp presided, 

Dr. Weil, who has spent many years 
writing and leciuring on the Dreytus case, 
gave a detailed account of iis wide 
ramifications, particularly as far as Ger- 
many was concerned. 

Available evidence, Dr. Weil continued, 
showed conclusively. that the German 
Chancellor, Von Bulow, had refused to 
reveal the truth of the matter, because 
he wanted the case to drag on, thus 


~weakening France by creating internal 


dissension, 

Bulow, he said, had feared that Drey- 
fus’s rehabilitation would swing over 
Jewish and Liberal opinion in Rirsne 
to a pro-French attitude, and he had been 
determined to prevent that from happen- 
ing. He had felt, moreover, that it was 
impossible to reveal what had really 
happened without giving away vital 
secrets of military intelligence. Finally, 
the Kaiser himself was very antisemitic 
in outlook, and his written remarks on 
the subject indicated his prejudice. 

Referring to ite general significance of 
the Dreyfus case, Dr. ‘Weil pointed out 
that i was by far the most important 
trial in history, since the future of the 
French Republic was at stake; that the 
real issue was whether the civil or military 
power would rule France: and thai it 
was not French Jewry, but French non- 
Jews who fought for Dreyfus’s liberation. 
Nevertheless, Dr. Weil concluded, the 
Dreyfus case represented the climax of 
the process of emancipation for French 
Jewry.

Plans for large-scale exchange visits 
between the Co-operative Wholesale 
Society of Britain and the Consumers’

They were 
Particularly impressed by the largest 
single retail shop in the world. the 
Supermarket in Washington's green belt 
extending over 36,000 square feet. They 
intend to introduce self-service methods 
in the co-operative establishments in 
Israel, 

Great progress has been. achieved in 
the development of the co-operative net- 


_ work in Israel in the last seven years, 


said Mr, Shapan. The Union now has 

200 branches throughout the country 
employing over 3,000 workers, two-thirds 
of whom are recent immigrants. This 
year’s turnover of the Union's reiail 


enterprises is estimated to amount to 


over 1£110,000,000 

Membership of the union is open to 
all irrespective of their political affilia- 
tions. The Union can also report

CONVICTED 


Prison Sentence on 
Mother-Superior

AMSTERDAM 

Prison sentences were imposed by a 
court here on Monday on a Mother- 
Superior and other persons for com- 
plicity in the abduction of a now 
14-vear-old Dutch Jewish war orphan, 
Anneke Beekman, whose whereabouts 
have not been discovered since she 
absconded with her former Catholic 
foster-mother from a Belgian convent 
where she had been traced by the 
police in March, 1954. 

The former  foster-mother, Mrs. 
Langedijk-van Moorst, was gaoled for 
eight months and was ordered to be 
arrested immediately, but she was not 
present at the hearing and has. dis 
appeared from her home at Maastricht, 
near the Belgian border. The police are 
searching for her. The Public Prosecutor 
asked for her immediate arrest durmg the 
hearings on the ground that she might 


flee the country, but the court refused to 
accede to this request, 


Two Acquitted 


In 1954 Mrs. Langedijk-van Moorst was 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment 
for ‘complicity in the abduction of 
another Dutch Jewish orphan girl, Betty 
Milhado,. who. was traced to a Belgian 
convent and returned to Holland last 
year. 

Mrs. Langedijk- van Moorst’s.. sister, 
Elisabeth, in whose company Anneke 
Beekman absconded and who is still 
missing, was sentenced to 12 months 
imprisonment. 

A sentence of six months’ imprison- 
ment was imposed. on Sister A. Th. 
Verspeck, the Mother-Superior of the 
Valmeer Convent, where Anneke Bectk- 
man was detained. The Mother-Superior 
was also tried in absentia and an order 
was. issued for her immediate arrest. 

A former Catholic priest, C. J. 
Besseling, was sentenced to four months’ 
imptisonment for driving the car in 
which Anneke Beekman and Betty Mil- 
hado were escorted to Belgium. 

Two of the defendants were acquitted 
on the groun@ that insufficient proof of 
criminal intention had been: provided. 

The sentences exceeded the demand of 
the prosecuting counsel and = were 
delivered with a strong censure of the 


Catholic clergy for their part in the 


abduction,

Pledging the co-operation of the 
Federal authorities in the fight to 
eradicate race segregation in the 
U.S.A., the Attorney-General, Mr.

He is still. unacceptable 
in country clubs and social organisations 
whose members seek superiority in caste 
aristocracy.

FUND 


Chief Rabbi’s Contribution

to the public appeal for arms in Egypt

Asked by local journalisis to comment 
on the part taken by Egyptian Jewry in 
the campaign—the community was last 
week reported to have contributed £15,400 
—Rabbi Nahum, who has been ill for 
some time, said: 
tian Jews should not be 
astonishing. Egyptian Jews have duties 
towards Egypt, where they were born 
and live, as well as rights.” 

Mr. Cicurel told the press that the 
drive for arms concerned all citizens, and 
since Egyptian Jews were citizens of the 
country they had to share the burden. 
This had no political significance, but 
was a “natural duty.” 

The demands for voluntary’ con- 
tributions for arms are usually made by 
the police. On arriving at a block of 
flats the police ask the porter which 
apartments -are inhabited by Jewish 
families and make sure that these are 
canvassed. 

It would, of course, require. more 
determination than is customary among 
Egyptians generally—Jewish and non- 
Jewish—to resist canvassing of this 
nature, particularly as: Egyptian Jews are 
well aware that any hesitation would be 
reported to the Special Department 
of the Ministry of the Interior, where 
the dossiers of all Jews are kept, as a 
sign of pro-Zionist sympathies. Sus- 
picion of such sympathies always holds 
the threat of detention without warrant. 


U.S.A. READY TO FINANCE 
ASWAN DAM

WASHINGTON 

The United States is prepared to 
contribute considerable funds, perhaps 
reaching several hundred million 
dollars, to help to finance the con- 
struction of the Aswan Dam in Egypt 
and the Jordan River development 
project, it iS reported here. It is 
willing to make these contributions to 
combat Communist infiltration into 
the Middle East. 

American aid programmes to Egypt in 
the ‘past. three years totalled about 
$90,000,000, including. $40,000,000 this 
year. Officials here estimate the cost of 
the Aswan Dam at between $1 ,250,000,000 
and $1.500,000,000 (Egypt's estimate is 
$600,000,000), and the Jordan. develop- 
ment project at $200,000,000. — Certain 
political, as well as economic and_ tech- 
nical, hurdles would have*to -be cleared 
before the United States could contribute 
such huge sums

- SOUTH AFRICA 


Needs of Country Communities

JOHANNESBURG 

A conflict has developed between the 
Federation of Synagogues of the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State 
and the South African Jewish Board 
of Deputies over communal services to 
small country communities. As a 
result of the dispute, the Federation 
has withdrawn from the Board’s com- 
mittee for country communities. 

For. some time past. the Board has 
maintained a special office to deal with 
the needs of these communities. ‘ti 
employed a travelling minisicr, Rabb: Dr, 
J. Newman, who visiled isolated groups 
of Jews without a minister of their own 
in rural areas and looked after their 
spiritual needs. The office also supplied 
ministers to small communities and main- 
tained correspondence’ ‘courses for 
children in country areas who cannot 
attend Hebrew schools. 

Recently, the Federation has maintained 
that as these activities among country 
communities concerned religious matters 
they fell within the province of — the 
Federation and not the Board. It 
submitted a resolution to this effect at 


the recent congress of the Board, but the - 


motion was defeated. 

Spokesmen of the Board insist that the 
work on behalf of the country communi- 
ties is not wholly or mainly religious, It 
includes also social and educational work.

By Tuesday it was mooted in 
American quarters here that while Mr. 
Dulles was cool to the Israeli demand 
for weapons, he was prepared to stand 
by his offer of an international guaran- 
tee of the Israeli-Arab borders made. in 
his important ‘* peace plan” 
August 26 last. It was further empha- 
sised that the sudden Russian penetration 
into the Middle East was regarded at 
the highest levels in Washington as a 
threat of “cosmic dimensions.” 


‘American Optimism 


At one time the possibilty had been 
envisaged—but then dismissed—of for- 
cibly preventing the arrival of Commu- 
nist. weapons to Egypt. The American 
riposte to the Russian’ move: would. be 
revealed at Geneva, it was pointed out. 
At the same time Mr. Dulles’s entourage 
expressed the firm” helief that the 
“Geneva  spirit’’ would survive the 
current Middle East crisis, grave though 
it was, and that. nrogress towards a 
larger détente would be achieved, espe- 
cially in the impro.c..ent of East-Wesi 
relations. 

On Tuesday afternoon, Mr. Sharett, in 
an address given for an American _tele- 
vision programme, appealed to the Big- 
Three Western Powers to abide by their 
obligations under the 1950 Tripartite 
Declaration to maintain the balance of 
military power in the Middle East, and 
he called for a security. pact with the 
United States to “avert a i 
which. civilisation would once again be 
imperiled.”

The Central Council of Jews in 
Germany has sent a memorandum to 
the Federal Government expressing 
concern about the question of inndem- 
nification for communal — property 
destroyed during the Nazi régime. 

The memorandum said that the 
economic basis of the Jewish communi- 
ties Would be seriously impaired if they 
were nol. granted adequate. indemnifica-

The draft indemnification law sub- 
mitted by the Bundesrat stipulated that 
Jewish religious groups and communities 
in the Federal Republic should. receive 
such indemnification Rs material losses 
sustained during the ‘Nazi régime as was 
required to fulfil their specific tasks. No 
maximum limit was set for such indemnt- 
fication.

May 14, 1948. The proclamation 
of the State took place on May 14, 
and Israeli stamps could be issued 
only after this day. But the public 
service of the British Post Offices 
had already been discontinued at 
the end of April. What happened 
during the interim period? This 
is the story. 

On April 13, 1948, the Postmaster- 
General of the Mandatory Adminisira- 
tion issued Public Notice No. 53. In 
it were announced the closure of 
various agencies and post offices. The 
Postmaster stated that he was. com- 
pelled to take this action in the 
absence of any communication from 
the United Nations Commission for 
Palestine providing for acceptance of 
responsibility for the continuance of 
Post Office services. 

The announcement by the Post- 
master-General forced the Jewish 
authorities to act immediately. On 
April 26 the Jewish Agency and the

National Council for the Communit 
of Israel issued Circular Letter No. 1, 
With instructions for the’ transition 
between May and 15. This 
Stated* 

(1) All employees and» workers of 
the various. Departments were. to 
remain at their posts; (2) The Post 
Office would. remain open to. the 
Public for the same office hours as 
‘therto; (3) Stamps of the Jewish 
National Fund would be supplied to 
the post offices . . . Letters and other 
Postal material on which the Hebrew 
stamps were affixed were to be can- 
Ceiled with provisional post-marks in 
the outgoing office. 

Thus the K.K.L. (Jlewish National 
Fund) stamps were employed for 
Postal purposes and became the first 
Israeli postage stamps. They were 
valid until May 22, 1948. 

The local offices of the K.K.L. 
Supplied the post offices of Haifa and 
Tel Aviv with these seals. Unfortun- 
ately the quantities of each of the 
seals in possession of the K.K.L. 
Offices in both towns were very small, 
and 68 types had to be used for this 


purpose. All these K.K.L. seals were 
Overprinted with the word “Wt 
(posi), The overprints in both places 
are diflerent. The Haifa overpr.nt is 
in black and the ink is the one 
normally used for obliterators. The 
Overprint consists of the word Doar 
in Modern Hebrew biock letters in 
a single ring 174 mm. in diameter. The 
Tel Aviv overprint shows the word 
Doar in Hebrew square letters in one 
line in violet or red ink. 

A special case was Jerusalem. The 
town was at that time beleaguered and 
isoiated from the other parts of the 
country. Stamps from Te! Aviv could 
not be brought into the town and 
the Head Office of the Keren Kayemet 
at Jerusalem could place at the dis-

Replica of Menorah 


As the. first com set with: the pound 
stamp was sold olit a new pound stamp 
had to be issued: - It appeared on 
February 27, 1952. The stamp depicts 
the emblems of the twelve tribes with 
the Menorah of. the Second Temple 
in the centre. The. colours of. the 
stamp: are blue and silver grey. The 
seven-branched menorah is taken from 
the insignia of the State of Israel. It 
is a replica of the. menorah depicted 
on the Arch of Titus in Rome. 

The sale of the menorah stamp was 
discontinued July 31, 1953. The 
third pound stamp was issued in 
March, 1953, and is the highest valued 
of a series of seven air mail stamps, 
depicting Israeli landscapes. The 
bi-coloured, dark green light 
green. stamp shows a view of. Tel 
Aviv-Jaffa (Old Jaffa). 

This third pound stamp also had 
onlv a. brief existence. When the 
Israeli Ministry of Finance introduced 
a premium of 80 per cent, per dollar 
for stamps in. July.of..1953,. the sale 
of the Jaffa stamp was discontinued in 
order not to put the earlier buyers 
at a disadvantage. At present no 
Israeli pound stamp exists. |

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PEACE MISSION | 
IT is impossible not to be impressed by the 
energy with which the Israelis pursue their 
diplomatic objectives. Mr. SHARETT may be 
sure that he has the backing and the good 
will of Jews everywhere for the mission which 
he has undertaken this week to Paris and 
Geneva. He has defined his task as being 
“to avoid a preventive war and indeed any 
kind of war.” He has gone to apprise the 
Foreign Ministers of the four Great Powers 
of the dangerous situation which has arisen 


in the Middle East and to urge them to take 


all possible steps to maintain the peace. 

In the highly complicated situation which 
has followed the intervention. of the Iron 
Curtain countries in the affairs of the Middle 
East, Israel tinds herseif caught in the swirl of 
power politics with little opportunity to direct 
events. Policy is shaped by the Great Powers 
and the small States have to accommodate 
themselves as best they can. It is an invidious 
situation, in which it is no consolation to con- 
template the fate which, in recent history, 
befell other small countries such as Belgium, 
Poland, or Korea. The moral would seem to 
be that if the Western Powers are not pre- 
pared to see practically their only potentially 
strong foothold in the Middle East with 
a ftnmendly population either submerged 
or thrown into the Communist camp they 
must guarantee its frontiers 
comers. It is only im this way that it will be 
clearly. understood that an attack on Israel 
' would lead not simply to a local conflagration 
but might precipitate a world war which; as 
was demonstrated at the “Summit Con- 
ference ” at Geneva in the summer, is univer- 
sally recognised as being tantamount to 
world suicide, 

Unless the Western Powers play their cards 
with skill they may easily find themselves 
outwitted by Mr. Morotrov, whom Mr. 
SHARETT ts due to meet in Geneva towards 
the end of this week. In addition to the threat 
of supplying Czech arms, the Russians have 
another very strong card up their sleeves, 
which could be used with great effect. Apart 
from the question of the security of Israel's 
frontiers, one major problem which has fo! 
long been attracting the attention of. the 
Israeli Foreign Office .is the situation of the 
Jews in the U.S.S.R. It is recognised that 
unless steps are taken now to deal with this 
problem, the Jewish community in_ the 
U.S.S.R., which is. variously estimated as 
being between two and three million strong, 
will soon face virtual extinction. 

Soviet policy in regard to Russian Jewry 
has passed through several different phases. 
At one time it was considered that the Jewish 
population should be treated like that of any 
of the other national ‘minorities, which 
number well over one hundred within 
the Union, and they were to be given full 
rights to. develop their national culture and 
traditions within the tramework of Soviet 
society. At another moment it was con- 
sidered desirable to make every effort to 
transfer the Jewish population to its own 
autonomous region of Biro Bidjan in Siberia. 
This experiment failed, and now it appears 
to be a settled policy that the Jewish com- 
munity should be extinguished by assimila- 
tion. Everything is done to discourage Jewish 
education and Jewish cultural and communal 
activity. Virtually no contacts are allowed 
with Jewish communities abroad, the posses- 
sion of Hebrew and Yiddish literature 
appears to be illegal, and the number of 
synagogues is reduced to the bare minimum 
consonant with providing to gullible visitors 
the impression that there is complete free- 
dom of religious worship. Although other 
religious denominations are permitted to 
create organisations throughout the country, 
no facilities are permitted to the Jews to 
establish a similar system. Christian and 
Moslem clerics and pilgrims have been per- 
mitted to travel abroad, but no Jewish leaders 
e. OF groups have been allowed to go either to 


against all 


Israel or to other Western countries. Cut 
off from contacts with Jewish communities 
in the outside world, unable to organise their 
communal life within the U.S.S.R., and 
debarred from educating their children in the 
Jewish religion, the community faces stagna- 
tion and death unless the Soviet leaders are 
prepared to change their policy. 


There can be no doubt that, whether or not 
this problem is openly discussed between Mr. 
SHARETT and Mr. MoLotTovy, the latter will 
be well aware that it is one of the subjects 
which are uppermost in the Israeli Premier 
and Foreign Minister's mind. Once again, 
the pattern of Middle Eastern diplomacy 
might be drastically changed if the Russians 
should express a willingness to allow those 
Jews who wish to emigrate to Israel. What- 
ever the Russians’ reasons might be—and they 
would probably be cynical rather than 


humanitarian—the release of Iron Curtain. 


Jews to Israel would be welcomed by the 
Israelis for many: domestic .reasons, and by 
Jews elsewhere for the escape it would mean 
from the perils of a creeping annihilation. 


It is clear, therefore, that the situation 
presents the Israelis -with something of a 
dilemma. They may feel that if (which is not 
certain) they are able to receive the arms and 
guarantees which they have requested from 
the West, it will be impossible for them to 
negotiate with the Russians on the subject of 
Jewish emigration, Alternatively, if the West 
fails them, they may be forced, in order to 
safeguard their very existence, to enter the 
Soviet sphere of influence, which is a fate 
which would be most abhorrent to Jews 
everywhere, except those few withCommunist 
sympathies. Now that the Western Powers 
have allowed themselves to out- 
manoeuvred, they -are obliged to discuss 
Middle Eastern affairs with the Russians. The 


Middle East has ceased to be a Western 


preserve. In these circumstances, one can 
only hope that when they meet at Geneva the 
Foreign Ministers of the four Great Powers 
will inject the “* Geneva spirit ” into their dis- 
cussions on the Middle East in order to 
achieve a reduction of tension in that area as 
well as in Europe. 3

land-development and reclamation schemes 
have been undertaken during the past year 
through the devoted efforts of its supporters. 
A notable occasion was the planting of the 
first saplings of the Queen Elizabeth Corona- 
tion Forest. Several of the commissions and 


other groups of supporters in this country 


have become responsible for .their own 
particular projects for redeeming the soil of 
Eretz Yisrael. In the Hula, the Negev, the 
Judean Hills, Galilee, and other regions, a 
number of important enterprises have thus 
been sponsored. Among them was the initia- 
tion of a project to plant a forest in honour 
of the late SELIG BRODETSKY. | : 
Such special efforts have, of course, been 
additional to the’ traditional methods of the 
J.N.F. for associating Jewish individuals and 
households everywhere with Zionist activity, 
by means of the blue box, inscriptions in the 
Golden Book, and subscriptions for. tree- 
planting. Social and cultural gatherings of all 
kinds have greatly increased,and they indicate 
the strong hold that the movement has gained 
upon the communal consciousness. In this 
connection a notable activity during the past 
year was the very successful visit to this 
country of the Israel Philharmonic Orchestra. 
The youth and educational work of the J.N.F. 
also deserves to be specially mentioned, as 
it is making a most significant contribution 
to this vital field of communal endeavour. 
At the forthcoming conference delegates 
will Be spurred to renewed endeavour by the 


challenge of this present hour. While inter- 


national tension threatens its own security, 
the State of Israel is yet called upon to pro- 
vide refuge for new immigrants from North 
Africa. By way of meeting this challenge, 
the conference is being asked to initiate a 
big enterprise. This will take the form of a 
forest to be planted in the Lachish region, 
a rocky area on the northern ridge of the 
Negev that is being planned by the Israeli 
Government as the scene of settlement for a 
large number of new immigrants, including 
many from Morocco. Designated as_ the 


“ Independence Forest,” this is being sched- 
uled for planting in May, 1958, to mark the 
10th anniversary of the establishment of the 
State of Israel. It will take its place with 
the Queen Elizabeth Coronation Forest, the 
Weizmann, King George V, and Balfour 
Forests as yet another bond between Britain 
and Israel, “This finely conceived project Is 
certain to command the enthusiastic support 
of the J.N.F. Conference. 


“ STERILISATION ” 


_AMONG the German prisoners who returned 
from the U.S.S.R. a few days ago was Pro- 
fessor CARL CLAUBERG, notorious for his 
experiments in the sterilisation of Jews at 
the Auschwitz and other German concentra- 
tion camps during the war. The process of 
sterilisation of human beings was one of the 
most fiendish decisions of HITLER, put into 
effect by his ruthless agents, It was in fact 
race-murder, extended also to half-Jews and 
later to other victims of Nazi barbarism. 
Professor CLAUBERG, who was the director 
of a gynecological clinic in Silesia, had, as 
the German files record, himself asked to be 
allowed to sterilise women by injection. This 
was a new method, different from the on2 
worked out by another German war criminal, 
Dr. MabDAus, and was supposed to be more 
effective. After working for some time at the 
Ravensbriick concentration camp, Professor 
CLAUBERG, in a_ statement to HIMMLER, 


claimed that he could sterilise a thousand 


Jewesses in a day. He himself, on returning 
to Germany, now admits that he conducted 
what he describes as scientific experiments 
on woman prisoners, and that he is “ not 
ashamed of it.” There is no repentance on 
his part, it appears, no admission ef the 
heinousness of his actions, and Jewish leaders 
in the United States have now rightly sug- 
gested that after this deliberate demonstra- 


-tion of his continued faith in Nazi barbarity, 


Professor CLAUBERG should be put on trial. 
The evidence of his criminal acts is abundant. 
In Auschwitz there is still preserved Block 
No. 10, where he used to torture Jewish girls 
in the process of his “ scientific experiments.” 
His role as a willing agent of Nazi criminals 
is admitted by himself even after his return 
to freedom. Sheer justice demands, there- 
fore, that he be brought to book. 


BOURNEMOUTH JUBILEE 


IN our news this week on page | ts a report 
of the jubilee commemoration of the Bourne- 
mouth Hebrew Congregation. The rapid 
rise of this community is of special interest 
at a time when British Jewry’s approaching 
tercentenary celebrations are directing atten- 
tion to our historical records, At the begin- 
ning of last century Bournemouth did not 
even exist but was almost worthless common 
land midway between the ancient boroughs 
of Christchurch and Poole. Today, however, 


with a population of some 145,000, it is a_ 


residential town and seaside resort of world- 
wide fame. Not only does it now have a 
resident Jewish population of some 1,500, 
but its many Jewish hotels and boarding- 
houses. have made its amenities and attrac- 
tions familiar to all Jewry both at home and 
overseas, It seems hardly believable that the 
Jewish community. of Bournemouth came 
into existence only fifty years ago. In 1905, 
however, less than a score of Jewish families 
resided in the town. There was then——how 
strange and remote appears that Edwardian 
era !-—but one kosher hotel and no Jewish 
butcher. Such was the environment in which 
22 residents met together to form the Bourne- 
mouth Hebrew Congregation.. They decided 
“to advertise in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE for 
a man to serve as Chazan, Shochet, Teacher. 
and Mohel, at a salary not to exceed £100 
per annum.” Moreover, they appointed a 
Secretary, Collector, and Registrar of Mar- 
riages, at a total salary of £20 per annum, paid 
weekly. In the autumn of 1906, the advertise- 
ment columns of this paper offered seats 
to. visitors during the Holy-days. The 
congregation by that time numbered 140. 
an increase Of fifty per cent during the 
first year. Plans were formulated for the 
erection of a synagogue, which was opened 
in Wootton Gardens in 1911. Since then the 
congregation and community have developed 
almost beyond recognition. Not only does 
the original congregation continue to prosper, 
but there also exists a Reform congregation, 
and a number of social and philanthropic 
Organisations maintain all the usual activities 
of a Jewish community. As for the numerous 
Jewish hotels and boarding-houses—what 


a transformation from the solitary one of 
1905 ! 
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About Books 
SIGMUND FREUD 


Sigmund Freud, Life and Work: Vol. 11. 
Ycars of Mauwurity, 1901-1919. By ERNEST 
Jones. Hogarth Press. 30s.

The first volume of Dr. Jones's biography 
covered the youthful years of Freud. his ear 
personal relationships, his emergence from 
neurology to what was to become his life's 
work—the exploration of man’s innermost 
nature revealed by the technique and concepts 
of psychoanalysis. This vo.ume deals with 
the middle years. In this period Freud's ideas 
were already assuming definite shape. some of 
his major works were published, and the inner 
circle of ¢o-workers became a band not only 
of ardent disciples but of fellow-defenders. That 
the doctrines of psychoanalysis needed devotees 
and defenders was obvious enough. for these 
idcas struck at the very roots of human nature. 
exposing the grandeur and the miseries and 
shams of the human situation. 

It was indeed natural that such revolutionary 
views. would hardly receive a hearty reception, 
particularly in Vienna, where antisemitism was 
endemic. For a Jew of ali people to adumbrate 
doctrines which exposed the irrational elements 
in human attitudes and .the equivoca! nature 
of the moral consciousness of man was hard 
enough for the conservative colleagues to accept. 
For many years Freud’s closest co-workers were 
all Jews, with the exception of Dr. Jones. Dr. 
Jung, and Pasteur Pfister in Switzerland. and 
Putnam in America. There. were profound 
conflicts’ even. within this band of brothers. 


Adler ‘seceded. as did Stekel. But to 
Freud the hardest blow was” the _ defection 
of C..G.° Jung,. whose brilliant «bilities 


Freud early recognised ; indeed he had hoped to 
see in him not only a leading exponent but a 
non-Jewish co-worker who might allay the sus- 
picion that psychoanalysis was. a Jewish move- 
ment. Dr. Jones enters conscientious!\ into an 
explanation of the breaches in the walls of 
the then small phalanx of the movement. and 
he is as fair aS a partisan can be. These defec- 
tions. while. a source of personal loss to Freud, 
were a gain to the movement. The). streng- 
thened its inner defences and allowed for the 
greater concentration of concepts which would 
have been diluted to the point of innocuous 
ness had Freud compromised by keeoing rebels 
within his circle for the sake of. worid!y. policy. 
Theory of Psychoanalysis 

By 1910 psychoanalysis was receiving wider 
and wider recognition without, however, reduc- 
ing the number of its critics, more often \itr.o} ¢ 
than scientific. Success with continued opposr 
tion was a healthy stimulus to so radical a 
movement... Freud’s doctrines were attacked on 
a variety’ of grounds—they were irrational, 


‘unscientific and, above all, morally subversive, 


because of the accent the discoverer had placed 
on the sexual: motivation in human conduct in 
general and in. the neuroses in particular, 
But in his everyday behaviour Freud. was 
an. ordinary family man, devoted, purttanic 
perhaps. ‘but singularly free from the gay 
and irresponsible in his interests and 
his friendships. -Non-religious he certain! 
was, and nothing in human nature, peisonal oF 
cultural, escapes the scalpel of His relentiess 
analysis.

OT far from Bet Govrin, 
now a small kibbutz and 
once named Eliotropolis, 
the City of Freedom, by King 
Herod, a dirt track branches off 
the highway leading into a remote 
valley.

Another 
Judean king, Amaziahu, was killed 
within its precincts ; at the time of

land be made available ?) We have 
to look for soil which, though neg- 
lected and unproductive for a_ long 
time, nevertheless is cultivable. There 
are about 800.000 dunams of such soil 
in the south, including the Negev, and 
180,000 dunams in the Hula and the 
Beisan Valley. .Yet by far the largest 
part js found in the mountains. There, 
about 1,150,000. dunams, at present 
barren and desolate, are awaiting 
reclamation settlement. The 
expansion of Israel's — absorptive 
capacity, therefore, depends to a large 
extent on the ability to “conquer” 
the hills. This is an economic neces- 
sity no less than a security “ must,” 
for a large section of Israel’s borders 
runs through the mountains. Only 
by making possible the establishment 
of a “living wall” of settlements can 
security in these regions in the long 
run: be adequately ensured. 

Land Reclamation 


Land. reclamation: in the hills 


requires a great amount of labour— 
human. It’ 


both mechanical. and 
involves three major processes: -clear- 
ing of surface stones, removal of 
boulders’ (many of them buried in the 
ground), and terracing. Wherever there 
are shrubs or wild bushes, a fourth 
process is. added—the uprooting. of. 
the existing plants.. If we had to rely 
only on hand labour the task. would 
be almost hopeless. However, modern 


machinery comes to our aid in trans- 


orming the hills into- arable land, 
and. with the help of machines. we 
can “create. soil within a reason- 
able time and at reasonable cost. 

By means of soil reclamation. it 
should possible to create 500.000 
dunams of farm land out of the 
1.150.000 dunams in. the mountain 
district, the balance to be used for 
pasture (425,000 dunams) and affores-. 
tation (225.000 dunams). Grain, 
fodder, vegetables. and orchards would 
be the mainstay of the farms. 
newly gained land wou!d provide the 
hasis for 12.000 family units of an 
average size of 90 dunams. 

It should take five to six years

before the new settlements bear fruit. 
About 18.000.000 work-days will have 
to be. invested in soil reclamation, in 
the planting and care of the orchards, 
and in afforestation. On the basis of 


. 250 work-days per famitly—aside from 


the work on their own farms-—12,000 
families will thus be given employ- 
ment for a period of six years. This 
programme is especially. suited to 
middle-aged immigrants who, in the 
long transition period, would be able 
to adapt themselves. to. the work, 
increase their knowledge of agricul- 
ture, and accustom themselves to 
mountain farming. Indeed, this J.N.F. 
project would solve. simultaneously 
several problems: the absorption of 
thousands of new immigrants, . the 
strengthening of security in the border 
lands, and the bringing of 1,000,000 
dunams into the economic productive 
cycle of the country. 

The majority of the newcomers are, 


of course, unskilled labourers and 


have no previous experiencein agricul- 
ture, Jet alone in hill farming. It 1s, 
therefore. imperative to increase the 
number of experts in this particular 
field. The agricultural school in the 
Jerusalem ‘area, under the auspices of 
the Israeli Government, is of particular 
interest in connection with this project. 


Training Specialists. 


The school, which seeks to train 
specialists in the cultivation of moun- 
tainous country, has already started at 
the village of Ein. Karem, near Jeru- 
salem, on an area of 1,000 dunams, 
which has been allocated by the Keren 
Kavemet not far from the new 


Hadassah Medical Centre. The new 
building will ‘accommodate 250 
students seasonal 


courses” will be arranged for 
voungsters already helping on their 
parents’ farms who cannot be spared 
for longer periods. 

Heavy reclamation will be needed to 
make the new site suitable for the 
purposes of the institute, requiring 
an investment of approximately

In view of the mounting mass immi- 
gration from North Africa, this project 
assumes an even ereater significance, 
for it js destined to play an important 
réle. in the absorption of the new- 
comers. Two. work camps, .-each 
capable of holding about 1,500 per- 
sons, have all the requisites of settle- 
ments—-a schoo}, kindergarten, cultural 
centre, synagogue, and social. ameni- 
ties. There the immigrants will stay 
for two to six months while they build 
their villages in the neighbourhood 
and prepare the ground for their 
future farms. At the time, 
are not only getting the “feel of the 
land” and being taught-their new ¢all- 
ing as farmers,. but they also. learn 
“civics "Hebrew. history, and the 
basic requirements. of security. 

Work. in the Lachish area is. in the

HE idea of a Jewish National 

-Fund—to buy and colonise 

“the land without a people 
for the people without a land "— 
is as old as the World Zionist 
Organisation itself, for it was propa- 
gated by Professor Herman Shapira 
at the First Zionist Congress in 
1897. 


But jt was.only at the Fifth Con- 
gress (1901 to 1902) that, amid scenes 
of great emthusiasm, the Keren 
Kayemet I'Israel was formally estab- 
lished. On the eve of the Congress, 
Theodor Herzl, when he was called 
to the reading of the Law for shlishi 
at the synagogue in Basle, pronounced 
the first Mi Sheberach for the Fund, 
and the next day. delegates threw 
money, watches, and rings on the Con- 
gress platform—the first tokens for 
the realisation of Jewrys great 
maginative conception, 

A group of delegates and guests 
from Britain witnessed these unforget- 
table scenes. Among them was a 
young man attending the Congress as 
a delegate for the first time—Mr. J. K. 
Goldbloom, today the only survivor 
of that period still active in the Jewish 
National Fund. 

On the train journey back to Eng- 
land his unbounded enthusiasm for 
practical work for the Fund (still 
undiminished at the age of 82!) was 
challenged by another member of the

“ shoe-shine” was also included in 
the ‘list of activities envisaged for the 
}.N.F. Whereupon, Mr. Goldbloom, 
undaunted, forced every one of the

cleaning. His charge was one shilling 
per pair—and those twelve shillings 
were the first sum ever raised for the 
J.N.F. in this country. ; 
The J.N.F. here was officially 
legalised as an organisation in April, 
1907, as “an Association Limited by 
Guarantee and not having a capital 
divided into shares.” But even before, 
individuals, like Mr. Goldbloom, and 
small groups carried on the now tradi- 
tional] activities on a small scale, such 
as the sale of halfpenny stamps, 
Golden Book inscriptions, and box 
collections. In the first pamphlet pub- 


‘lished by the English Zionist Fedéra- 


tion (as it was then called), it was 
stated that “the whole of the Jewish 
nation of all classes is expected to 
contr. bute towards the Fund, to enable 
every Jew to have a share in the 
colonisation. of Palestine, the smallest 
contribution, namely a halfpenny, is 
accepied.” 

In 1908 the first J.N.F. Commission 
for England was formed, and among

income in 1909 was £928. 
this amount declined in the 
years as a result of the 
struggles between the politica] and 
“ practical” Zionists. In 1912. fo; 
instance, only £427 was collected for 
the J.N.F. in this country. 

In that year a new reorganisation 
took place, and a new Commission of 
both the Zionist Federation and the 
Order of Ancient Maccabeans was 
formed, Mr. Leonard Stein and M; 
Goldbloom representing the Feder. 
tion, and Mr. J. L. Jacobs and M; 
E. W. Rabbinowicz (who later headed 
the J.N.F. for over a decade) the 
Order. Paid officials were introduced 
and the annual income rose to over 
£1,500. 

While the war years interfered with 
the work of the J.N.F., the Balfour 
Declaration gave it a tremendous 
stimulus. And it was in 1918 ~ai the 
first national conference of the J.N.E 
in this country—that the foundations 
of the Fund as we know it today were 
laid. At the same conference the firs, 
large donation—£25,000——was made 
by Sir Alfred Mond (the first Lord 
Melchett), a member of the Govern. 
ment, 

Those, then, were the. beginnings, 
Much has changed within and around 
the J.N.F., but the task put-to British 
Jewry in the first J.N.F. pamphlet pub- 
lished more than SO years ago is stil!

HE work of the Keren 
Kayemet: in Israel is. far 
from. being glamorous. It 
proceeds at the slow pace of sow- 


ing and reaping, like all work of

the Hula swamps. Begun jn 1950, the 
first stage, the widening and deepening 
of the Jordan riverbed, was accom- 
panied by Syrian: hostilities from the 
Other side of the border. The com- 
pletion ‘of this phase, in. spite of 
burdensome injunctions imposed by 
the United Nations, was an engineering 
feat as much as a victory of human

A long, loud siren blast from -the 
two big floating dredgers of the 
American. Construction Aggregates 
Corporation, and the lowering of their 
flags, marked the completion of the 
second stage after another two years 


of intensive work, 
[he dredgers. were brought over 
from the United States . and 


reassembled on specially built plat- 


forms. 


One: day last summer another stage 
was reached in Hula reclamation 
the initial step of the cultivation of 
the first 10,000 dunams of. newls 
gained soil on the west bank of the 


drainage area,. Since then the. area 
has further been cleared of the 
papyrus plants, and heavy farm 


machinery from the near-by | settle- 
ments is preparing the ground for the 
autumn. planting——winter grains, wheat 
and barley, which require a great deal 
of moisture.

FRANKFORT JEWRY 


Memories of Frankfort. By HER- 
waNn SCHWAB, Jewish Post Publica- 


Is. 6d.

The publication under review 1s, 
apart from a few omissions, a trans- 
lation of the little book called “ Aus 
der Schutzenstrasse ~ that was pub- 
lished by the author some thirty years 
ago. In five short cnapiers he gives 
, deeply moving pen-picture of the 
nner life of a famous Continental 
Lehilla, the congregation led by the 
great Frankfort rabbi, Samson 
Raphael Hirsch (1808-1888). No one 
could have been better qualified for 
such a task than the author, whose 
origin, family tradition, literary and 
public activities go back to that’ cul- 
tured circles of Frankfort Orthodoxy 
which exercised a wide influence 
throughout Germany and bevond, 


and whose motto was Torah im. 


Derech Eretz.” In fact, it was Mr. 
Schwab's father, M. L. Schwab, him- 
self ‘an author and poet. who as a 
voung man took down in shorthand 


the lectures of Samson Raphael Hirsch’ 


which formed the foundation of his 
famous Commentary on. the Penta- 
teucn 

litthe book js wriiten in a style 
which reflects. the deenly religious 
character of its author. In the: Intro- 
duction .the author says: “The 
memories of the paradise of our child- 
hood are the only treasures which the 
barbarians could not destroy.” ‘One 
feels sure. however. that Mr. Schwab 
(who settled in. London: over twenty 
years ago) would willingly agree that 
nostalgic retrospection is not enougn 
as far as our attitude to the destruc- 
tion of the German-Jewish Orthodox 
centre is. concerned: Modern Jewry 
can ill-afford to lose the great literary 
and scholarly works and belles-lettres 
of German-Jewish Orthodoxy. written 
in the vernacular and connected with 
names like that of Hirsch. Yet these 
works: will be lost for ever unless 
translated into English or Hebrew. 
The: Jacob Rosenheim Foundation. 
under whose auspices this littl volume 
has been published, deserves. there- 
fore. our. gratitude for concerning 
itself with the maintenance of the 
spiritual heritage of. Continental 
Western Orthodoxy. now destroved as 
a result of the tragic events of the 
last two decades.

One of the 
most popular, Majorca, ‘is filled 
with the vicissitudes of medieval 
Jewry. It no longer has Jewish 
inhabitants. There is no reminder 
of its historic community, with iis 
cartographers, mathematicians, and 
philosopners who achieved world 
renown, although some of their 
descendants remain on the island. 
They and their history are all that 
is left. 


_ Judaism was banned by the Inquisi- 
tion in 1435. Yet antisemitic hitera- 
ture is on ‘sale 520° years: later. 
Judaeophobia continues to engulf. the 
ignorant peasantry. and the. proud 
aristocracy. Yet none of the islanders 
are conscious of having set eves on 
professing Jews, whose annihilation in 
Majoica coinc:ded with the island's 
downfall. 

A few. vards from. the modern 
bathing beach at Palma, the cap:ta]. 
86 Jews. including 46 women, were 
consigned to the flames in 1691. Ciad 
only in hoods, their bodies painted 
to represent devils, with green candles 
in their hands, and with their posses- 
sions. confiscated and the Ho. 
Tribunal enriched, they were 
victims. of a. ferocious fanaticism. 
This. highly organised spectacle was 
declared a public holiday, attended 
by a crowd of 30,000. rather like a 
modern bull-fight. 


Horrific Display 


According to contemporary chron c- 
lers it in accordance with the 
most. brilliant functions celebrated by 
the triumph of the Fatth in Madrid. 
Palermo, and Lima... Its. historian 
and. eye-witness’. was Father Garau. 
a Jesuit and head of the Seminary .o} 
Mount Zion. Referring to the leader 
of. the Jewish community, Rafaei 
Valls. a man of immense erud.tion 
and saintliness, he wrote: “He stood 
like a Statue. When the flames reached 


-him he fought them off and tried to 


shieid. himself, .and so resisted unt)! 
he could bear no more. He was as 
fat as a sucking pig, and being on 
fire inside, his flesh being consumed 
like burning wood, his. entrails fel! 
out in the middle, like a Judas.” 

‘This horrifie display was a merey 
to ifs victims, who had languished in 
indescribable suffering and torture in 
prison for three years: | What was 
their crime”? They demanded to 
remain. Jews. 

Even forty years before the proscrip- 
tion of Judaism in Majorca, more 
than 300 Jews had been killed in riots. 
The effigies of those who successful'y 
fled the island were burnt at the stake 
Those who. survived, despite their 
enforced conversion en masse, were 
subject. to. endless persecution, com- 
parable with the Hitlerian variant of 
bestiality. 

A cat-and-mouse treatment endured 
through the centuries. These con- 
versos. or.“ new” Christians were 
treated. as pariahs. They were forced 
to live in the Call, few occupations 
were open to them, their descendants 
were: shunned and. forbidden to 
associate with ~‘old” Christians. 
Attempts al escape .were assumed as 
evidence of guilt—-of not being true 
Catholics. The slightest suspicion, 
however ill-founded, of reversion to 
Judaism was an excuse for further 
pillage, massacre, and human burn-

ings. It was intended that Jewish 
biood should spill, although Judaism 
was believed to have disappeared. 
[he inquisitors were, however, pre- 
sented with contradictory evidence 
137 years after the decree forb:dding 
the exercise of Judaism. There was 
an incriminating report from Leghorn. 
lhe local spies and informers got to 
work among the conversos, Apart 
from the odd domestic employed in 
their homes, who told the priest in 
confession of suspected Jewish rites, 
the neophytes, not for the first time 
in Jewish history, betrayed their 
brethren. As Leghorn was the mother 
city to conversos. attempting to 
preserve their heritage, the accuracy 
of the report was not. surprising. 
Despite the ubiquity of the agents of 
ihe Holy: Office: and the passing of 
many generations, the light of Judaism 
remained kindled. Reviled and stoned 
by the “old” Christians when they 
attended obligatory church services, 
punished for the slightest. religious 
laxity and degraded perpetually, they 
were prevented from assimilating. 


Clandestine. Synagogue 


There was found to be a clandestine 
s\nazogue. where some of the descen- 
dants of the Jews continued to practise 
the cult of their ancestors. The house 
was demolished. Immense fines, 
establishing the -Holy Office on a 
sound financial basis, and autos da fé 
ensued. Life became intolerable for 
the survivors. Hope was aroused by 
the arrival of an. English ship, on 
which many planned to escape. Owing 


1o a gale; they were delivered back 


1o the inquisitors. Hence the: flames 
of 1691. During the intervening years 
they spent in the dreaded prisons they 


continued to observe Jewish rites and - 


customs. 


A hundred years. later they 


remained an isolated group, looked 
upon with suspicion by their neigh- 
bours.. The isolation and insularity 
of the island kept intact the brutal 
fanaticism of an-earlier epoch. Per- 
mitted: to follow a limited number of 
Occupations, such as silversmiths,

furriers. and pedilars, they were 
derisively known as Chuetas. There 
is some difference of opinion whether 
this is derived from chuya (a pork- 
eater), chuco (a dog). or the Majorcan 
pejorative diminutive for “a little 
Jew.” After 440 vears of disabilities 
and misery 400 Chueta families 
petitioned the King of Spain, protest- 
ing that as good Catholics they were 
denied entrance to the higher ranks 
of the Church and their daughters to 
religious orders. They remained 
restricted to a smal! area of the capital. 


Barred from U niversity 


Palma University responded to this 
petition by reviving the statutes of 
limpieza (b.ood that is from taint 
of Jewish. or Moorish Strains) and 
closed its doors to. all Chuetas: Old 
prejudices and hatreds not 
eradicated when they were placed 
under Royal protection in 1788. 
Because their distant antecedents had 
observed forbidden religious practices, 


the stigma. of their origin survived, 


Phe Inquisition had enhanced the ill- 
will of the island towards these devout 
Catholics. Despite the rehef of 
Napoleon's campaign, a mutiny 
1823 led to the traditional sacking of 
the Chueteria. | 

The official end of the Inquisition 
in 1834 provided an opportunity .to 


reprint a shortened version of Father 
Garau’s book. to fan the. flames and 
append a list of names-——the catalogue 
of names of those condemned cen- 


turies earlier as secret adherents of 
Judaism, implying that. their descen- 


dants were -unfit to share. in- the 


dignities and preferments in a Roman 


Catholic. country... They easily 


identifiable, the most. popular. names 
being Cortes, Valls, Forteza,. and 


“Aguilé. At long last. in 1877, Jose 


Teronji, a priest and himself a Chueta, 
wrote an impressive reply. No copies 
of this booktket or Blasco 
brilliant sympathetic. novel, “ The 
Dead Command,” are readily avail- 
able in Majorca. _ 

There are about: 300 . Chueta 
families jn Majorca. They have been 


described as “frantic Catholics,” 
because they bring a Judaic zealotry 


to their faith.. The women wear large 
‘crosses and cook their pork as near 


the window as possible. . The poorest 
homes.are highly decorated with altars 
adorned with pictures and images. 


They possess Semitic facial charac- — 


teristics to the po'nt of  caricaiure. 
Largely, they remain in the same area, 
making and sel.ing silver bags. Some 
have branched into banking and the 
protessions, and one of Genera! 
Franco's leading supporters is of 
Chueta stock, as is the factotum at 
the British -Consulate-General in 
Palma. Despite this, they remain an 
ostracised group after SOO vears of 
fervent Catholicism They appear 
cowed by centuries of persecution and 
scorn, concealing their origin and 
affecting the humblest of demeanours. 
They continue te intermarry, 
invariably at the Jesuit Church of 
Monte Zion, which, significantly in the 


fourteenth century, was the Great 
Synagogue of the Call. 


I was unsuccessful discovering 
secret Jewish practices at .the present 
time. An American Jew claims to 
have attended a Day of Atonement 
service in-1930.° Mr. A. Lione! Isaacs, 


after spending some years on. the 


island studying the subject, considered 
that “it is impossible to discover if 
any. remains of Judaism. still. exist 
among the Chuetas of Majorca.” 


Relics of Survivors 


What is left apart from these 
pathetic. survivors. of a  post-dated 
medieval. barbarism ? The remark- 
able candelabrum of the Great Syna- 


gogue containing 350 lights. and said 


te have been brought from King Solo- 
mon’s. Temple. sheds light the 
Cathedral, which was built on the site 
of a sacked and pillaged synagogue. 
Parts of the original Almemar, Ark, 
and even the Ner: Tamid are incor- 
porated in the design .of the fane. 
There is also a pair of very ancient 
rimonim, 
The correspondence columns of the 
local papers still find Chuetas news. 
to the latter's embarrassment. To be 
a Chueta remains the greatest disgrace 
which can happen to a Mayjorcan, and 
it is inadvisable to call anybody one.

A. Great Bacteriologist 
By Dr. H. SUGARE 


HE name of Waldemar 

Mordecai Wolff Hafikine will 

always be associated with his 
achievements jn. the conquest of 
cholera and plague. He was born 
during a period of great scientific 
discoveries which greatly influenced 
his career. He lived in an era when 
the new science of bacteriology was 
associated. with the development of 


the. principles and. practice. of 


immunisation. 

It was on February 1, 1893, that a 
paper describing Haffkine’s method of 
amti-cholera. inoculation was delivered 
on his behalf before the Rova!l College 
of Physicians and Surgeons in Lon- 
don. He demonstrated his technique 
and methods at the Army: Pathological! 
Laboratories, Netley. His method of 
preventive inoculation. was so success- 
ful that under the auspices. of the 
British Government he was sent to 
India to introduce there his method 
of preventive inoculation on a large 
scale. The results were extremely 
satisfactory and the mortality from 
this dreadful scourge was greatly 
reduced. On his return to London in

Teach Yourself Hebrew. By R. K. 
HARRISON. Teach Yourself. Series. 
English Universities Press. 10s. 6d.

It is gratifying that Hebrew has 
found a place in this well-known 
series. But the reason given for it 1s 
rather strange--namely, that it is now 
the official language of the State of 
Israel. Because this book deals onls 
with elementary classical Hebrew and 
completely neglects the modern 
language as spoken by the Israelis. 
There are other reasons why this 
volume will appeal to theological 
rather than Jewish students. . The 


GRAMMAR 


system of pronunciation recommended 
is that current in English universities 
and is akin to that used by the 
Yemenis, but 1s not that practised by 
English Jews. But seeing that in any 
case the pronunciation of Hebrew is 
in a chaotic state, one method is prob- 
ably as good as another. Barring a 
few misprints, the book fulfils a need, 
because there is no short elementary 
Hebrew grammar in print today. Use- 
ful vocabularies are provided, but the 
words should be given in alphabetical 


order. The intricacies of the irregular 


verbs are clearly explained and tables 
of them are provided. There are also 
useful exercises. 


1895 he persuaded the late. Sir

Mortality Reduced 


The disastrous epidemic of plague 
of 1896 -led the Government § of 
India to entrust Hafikine with the 
preparation of a vaccine against. that 
disease, the most. deadly of all 
epidemic. diseases, view of: his 
success against cholera. He tounded 
and organised the Government Plague 
Research Laboratory at Bombay, now 
known as the Haffk.ne Institute. His 
method was jnstrumental in. saving 
innumerable lives, for it was estimated 
that the vaccine when used in. an 
epidemic tended to reduce the mor- 
tality by 8S. per. cent.

The 
last direct service Haffkine gave to 
this country was in 1915, when 
through his influence T.A.B. vaccine 
was issued to the British Expedition- 


ary Force. He was a member of many

Institute, London, where a portrait of 
him hangs. in the library 

Hafikine was born on March 16. 
1860, the son of Aaron and. Rosahe 
(née Landsberg) Haffkine. His parents 
were in affluent circumstances. and 
after receiving an early classical edtica- 
tion at the Berdiansk Gymnasium he 
graduated in the Science Faculty. of 
the. Universay of Odessa 1884, 
under Elie Metchnikoff, and proceeded 
eventually.:to the Pasteur. Institute, 
Paris. | 

He was a keen supporter = of: the 


- Zionist Movement and deeply  inter- 


ested in Jewish racial and religious 


“matters, being devoted to his. people 


and very Orthodox in rehgion.. His 
views on the superiority of .shechita 
to any other method of slaughter were 
published as an interview in THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE of May.4, 1923. 


His views on “Jewish Endurance’ 
were. published in booklet form. by 
the JEWISH  WOoORLD. To him the 


Hebrew language was another — vital 
bond. 


Generous and Kind 


Haffkine was a very handsome, lik- 
able, and courteous gentleman. He 
was a man full of modesty and. very 
‘considerate to his adversaries. He was 
acclaimed as a generous. kind, and 
sympathetic colleague and. a good 
friend in need, remarkable for his 
powers of work. full of enthusiasm, 
and with a dauntless courage which 
was not to be damped by disappoint- 
ment. Mrs. Dorothea Waley Singer, 
who met him several times in her 
parents home, jn a personal com- 
munication writes: “We were fasei- 
nated by his. description of his work 
and achievement im India... . Dr. 
Haffkine had a charming. very gentle 
personality and we were struck by his 
very wide intellectual in 
addition to his scientific achevemem.” 

Haffkine was a bachelor and a 
naturalised British subnect. He died 
suddenly at Lausanne on October 26, 
1930.

CONCERN OVER ISRAEL'S POSITION 
Jewish Council’s Resolution on Middle East 


From our Correspondent 


A resolution expressing concern at 
the danger to peace in the Middle East 
caused by the delivery of arms to 
Arab States by Czechoslovakia was 
passed at the monthly meeting of the 
Council of Manchester and Salford 
Jews on Sunday. 

The resolution stated: “ On this United 
Nations Day we appeal to Her Majesty's 
Government, a partner in the Tripartite 
Declaration of 1950, to urge upon the 
United Nations Organisation through its 
Security Council to make known in the 
clearest possible terms its determination 
to ensure peace and stability in the 
Middle East. and in particular to ensure 
the territorial security of the State of 
Israel. 

“ This Council further appeals to Her 
Maiésty’s Governmemt not only to afford 
to Istacl. the necessary means to defend 
herse!f against a possible repetition of 
the attacks of 1948 but also to consider 
the advisabiliiy of a pact with Israel on 
similar lines to those it has with a num- 
ber of Arab States.” 


The formation of .an Anglo-Israel 
Society in Manchesier was referred to by 


the Presidemt, Mr. Samuel Glicher, J.P., 


who said that the first meeting would be 
held on November 7, Sir Harry Platt 
and Sir John Stopford had agreed to 
attend. 

In the report on the work of the Youth 
Committee Mr. J. Barsh, Chairman, said 
that they had invited the Chairmen of the 
Union of Jewish Liicrary Societies and 
the Zionist Youth Council to attend their 
meetings, 

He felt that. the clubs had wandered 
away from what they had originally been 
set up to do. “For Jewish youth to 
meet is not the be-all and end-all of 
the matter.” With a few exceptions 
culiural activities at clubs were conspicu- 
ous by their absence. The Youth Com- 
mittee was trying to make youth clubs 
take more interest in culiural activities. 
A youth leadership course was to be Set 
up. Mr: Barsh suggested that there 
should be a pool of youth leaders who 
could be sent out to the various organisa- 
tions if necessary. He stressed the need 
for attracting the nine- to seventeen-vear- 
olds if they were going to have continu- 
ity of leadership in the clubs.

Agreement with Shechita 
Board 


A provisional agreement between. 


the Manchester Machzekei Hadass 
and the Shechita Board has been 
reached over the Machzekei Hadass's 
butcher shop which has been opened 
in Market Place, Salford. 


A meeting was held in London last 
week between the two organisations at 
which the Chief Rabbi acted as Chatr- 
man. It was decided that the butcher's 
shop should remain open. Meat for 1t 
would be killed in Manchester under 
the supervision of the Machzekei Hadass 
and under the authority of the Shechiia 
Board. Killing would be done by a 
specially nominated shochet. The Mach- 
zekei Hadass would be allowed to have 
only one shop. |

Butchers’ Protest 


The Manchester Jewish Butchers’ 
Trading Company Ltd. has issued a 
statement protesting against — the 
reported agreement between the Man- 
chester Shechita Board the 
Machzekei Hadass. 

‘Our protest,” reads the Statement, 
“is not directed by. ill-will agains; the 
Machzekei Hadass, but by our: concern 
for the welfare of the general com- 
munity, which is being asked to pay. fo: 
the special requirements of a group whose 
declared policy is to keep sepidrate trom 
the community... This suggestion is the 
more. preposterous -as__ the 
Shechita’ Board and Beth. Din, with their 
wonderful record for kashrut,. have now 
made such special arrarigements as could 
satisfy the most Orthodox. 

“The. agreement provides. that the 
Shechita Board gives to the Machzekci 
Hadass more than £2,000 per annum’ in 
addition to which they are to provide free 
of. charge a separate casting-pen. and 
maintain it for the exclusive use of the 
Machzekei Hadass.. These arrangements 
represent: an» additional: expenditure of 
more -than £1,500. per year, which. = can 
only be met by an increase in shechita 
fees. 

‘Under the proposed agreement,” the 
statement goes on, “ the Shechita. Board 
is ‘not: only to forgo all the shechita fees 
accruing from Machzekei Hadass 
shechita but is also to. provide the total 
salary of. the special shochet and sealer 
although they will perform no shechiia 
at all for the Shechita Board. The pro- 
posed Juxury of paying for: the. special 
requirements of the Machzekei Hadass is 
a fadical departure from the accepted 
policy of. shechita .authorities this 
country, which. resolutely he 
resisted as. it creates precedents for other 
communities, wiih dire financial 
consequences.””

Literary Value of the Bible 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
Sirn,-The Rev. Alan W. Miller, in 


your issue of October 21, berates Mr. 
Gavzey unjustly. To live intensely 
with the miracle of the Hebrew 


dJanguage, reborn and adapted to meet 


the demands of life and of historic 
destiny, may well prove, for the Jewish 
boy and girl, under the guidance of 
a teacher of sensitivity and insight, 
memorable experience of undoubted 
religious value. 

In ine broader sense, taking modern 
Jewish literature to include Yiddish 
literature, in what other sources, either 
in iiterature or in life, will our young 
people find the most dynamic facior in 
Jewish religious life—rachmanut—that 
veritable passion for compassion—the 
authentic: hallmark of the Yiddishe 
Neshama—so powerfully portrayed and 
so vividly delineated in so many unfor- 
getiable human siluations ? I find it 
perfectly natural—and at the same time 
awe-inspiring—to discern the identical! 
Hebraic note of ethical grandeur in 
Abraham's daring challenge: Shall not 
the Judge of ali the earth. do right?” 
and to catch its echo thousands of years 
later in Bontze Schweig’s heartbreaking 
whisper: Taki™?—4he sublime expres- 
sion of true humility, the word of the 
saim—beloved of 

Bui what pains and shocks me beyond 
words is the offhand manner in which 
Mr, Miller airily dismisses the Bible as 
heing bereft of true literary. value in cons

I ch agree with Mr. Miller. There 


are passages in the Book of Job which 
I would not barter away, on purely 
literary grounds, for the whole corpus of 
Greek, Roman, and modern classics. Mr. 
Miller cites T. S. Eliot in his support. 
I am not prepared to accept Mr. Eliot's 
credentials as an authority on the literary 
vaiue of the Bible. 

Sixty years ago, Richard 6. Moulton 


voiced, in words of majestic force, what 
is recognised as the final arbitrament on 


this very issue. I venture to suggest, 
Sir, that Moulton’s words are worth 
reprinting in full today: 


It come by now to be generally recog- 
nised that the Classics of Greece and Rome 
stand to us in the position of an ancestral 
literature—the inspiration of our ereat masters, 
ang bond of common associations between our 
poets and their readers. But does not such a 
position belong equally to the hiterature of the 
Bible ? If our intellect and imagination have 
been formed by the Greeks, have we not in 
similar fashion drawn our moral and emotional 
training from Hebrew thought? Whence then 
the neglect of the Bible in our higher schools 
and colleges” Ut is one of the curiosities of 
our civilisation Unat we afe content to go tor 
hiberal education to Iiteratures which, 
morally, are at an opposite pole from ourselves: 

literatures in which the most exalted tone is 
often an apotheosis of the sensuous, which 
degrade divinity, not only to the human level, 
but to the lowest level! of humanity Our 
hardest social problem being. temperance, we 
study in Greek the glorification of intoxicalion; 
while in mature life we are occupied in tracing 
law to the remotest corner of the universe, wé 
vo at echool for jiterary impulse to the poetry 
that dramatises the burden of hopeless fate. 


Our highest politics aim at conserving the arts 


poetic lessons are in an 
Iliad that cannot be appreciated without a 
bloodthirsty joy in killing We seck to form 
a character in which delicacy and reserve shal! 
be supreme, and at the same time ar: training 
our taste in literatures which, if pubbsh«d. as 
English books, would be seized bv the police.

~“ Nine centuries ago he lived in 
France, which did not have the culture 
of Spain. He did not exactly create 
a new school of learning, as many 
others did, but he was a great man 
because he threw himself, heart and 
soul, into his subject. © Traditional 
Judaism was his first thought. He was 
one of the greatest of Jewish com- 
mentators and his commentary on the 
Bible was translated into Latin and 
soon became world famous. Rashi 
also prepared a commentary on the 
Talmud, and, in fact, he 
cailed * The Commentator.’.” 


Sephardi Scholar 


David, who prides himself on being 
a Sephardi Jew, chose Abarbanel for 
the man that he thought had contri- 
buted most for Jewish culture. 

Abarbanel,” he began, “lived in 
the t.me of the Inquisition in Spain, 
and he was expelled with other loyal 
Jews. He was attached to the court 
of Spain and was indeed a. great 
favourite, and gained the esteem not 


oniy of the king but of the nobles too. . 


His home was a meeting-place for 
scholars and. scientists. But life 
changed when King Alfonso died, 
and Abarbanel left the country and 
devoted his time to Jewish study and 
the writing of many learned books.” 

Judith suggested Saadia, — the 
famous. Gaon whe lived in Arab 
lands in the tenth century, as a man 
whose culture could not be ignored. 

“ His writings,” she explained, “ are 
of the utmost importance for: Jewish 
literature. He translated the Bible 
into Arabic and gave’ a -com- 
mentary on each book. His aim was 
to present the Scriptures in such a way 
that even the most, tgnorant could 
understand them. He sought with 
great success to make the Bible a 
real living force. Not content with 


is often 


his commentary on the Bible, Saadia 
compiled a Siddur, a complete service 


for weekdays, Sabbaths, and Festivals, 


with explanations in Arabic for the 
ordinary man to follow. And also he 
compiled a Hebrew grammar and 
dictionary. So you see,” finished 
Judith, * Saadia can claim to be one of 
the greatest men of culture and 
learning.” | 

Jack was in favour of Maimonides. 
“Without doubt,” he asserted, 
“ Maimonides was the greatest Jew 


of the Middle Ages. At the time when 


he lived in the twelfth century the 
Jews certainly needed someone as a 
guide and authority. Maimonides 
provided this by writing the famous 
*Mishneh Torah’ and the ‘Guide to 
the Perplexed.’ This guide, written in 


Arabic, has been translated into many 


languages. He also tried to show in

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his works that a strong faith in 
Judaism was consistent with a sincere 
trust in reason and that there was 
nothing in the Bible that clashed with 
modern thought.” 

When his turn came Sam gave as 
his. contribution the poet Jehudah 
Halevi. He had lived at the time of 
the bitter struggle to drive out the 
Mohammedans from Spain. He was 
an ardent lover of the land of 
Palestine, and no name is more 
brilliant than his in the Jewish golden 
age Of Spain. He still stands as 
the greatest Hebrew poet since the 
Psalmists, and was also one of the 
ablest philosophers of Judaism. But 
it is on his wonderful religious poems 
that his fame rests. In happiness and 
sorrow alike, his faith in God never 
failed. His poems today enrich every 
season.of the Jewish year, Sabbath, 
fast days. and Festivals.

Laughter in the Home 


By BARBARA SCOTT 


T should have been a heartbreak- 

ing visit—that afternoon I spent 

at a children’s Home—but 
‘nstead it was one of the gayest 
and happiest couple of hours one 
could ever wish to have. Not even 
three-year-old David's prolonged 
and penetrating yells, which turned 
his cherubic face into a red and 
crinkled mask of blue-eyed misery, 
were able to shake my belief that 
here, where there might have been 
loneliness, problems, and tantrums, 
was the happiest bunch of children 
| have ever seen. | 

1 was visiting the Board of 
Guardians’ home for children, the 
Highbury House Babies’ Home_ in 
Finsbury Park. This was no special 
occasion, the children had not been 
groomed for my inspection, the bed- 


after the older child. Of the others, 


most have one parent. some of them 
have two, but for a variety of reasons 
they are unable to live at home. Each 
is assured of a regular visitor of some 
kind—-someone they can call their 
Own. As one little girl said to matron, 
“I haven't got a mummy or a daddy, 
but I do have Auntie Stella.” 
Opening the door into a small room 
where six children were making a 
cheeful mess of themselves eating 
apple tart, Miss Levi pointed out two 
mischievous, blue-eyed, dark-haired 
boys. They were twins, Stephen and 
Michael, and they were there because 
their mother committed suicide. In 
another room, playing happily with 
her friends, was Irene. He parents 
Separated just after her birth; her 
mother has since been twice in a 
mental hospital and her father does 
not feel equal to bringing her up 
alone. Occasionally there is a:.glimpse

touches. When I arrived, the 27 
children were having’ lunch and a very 
noisy event they were making of it.

Now he was paving for 
it and furiously shaking the sides of 
his gaily painted cot:

lems with which every babies’ home 
is faced—and there are the sons and 
daughters of unmarried mothers. To 
Miss Levi all are God's children, and 
all aré entitled to aS much love and 
care as she and her staff can give. 

prevent that awful institutional 
atmosphere which belongs to too 
many Homes, the-children ‘are divided 
into small groups. . They eat, sleep, 
play and go. on outings in their own 
groups of six and they grow up 
together in the atmosphere of a not- 
too-large family of brothers and sisters, 
But they can only stay until they. are 
five years old. and then the trouble 
starts. Very few Jewish families are 
willing to take children knowing that 
one day they might have to return 
them to their own families. so unless 
the child can be returned to his parents 
(which is done wherever possible) or a 
good foster-home is found, they are 
passed on to the Norwood Orphanage 
or the Jewish Board of Guardians’

Turbulent, 
violent, and tending at times to. lose 
coherence, its first movement none the 
less achieves an impressive dynamism and 
a forceful expression of controlled 
emotion. The tendency to break into 
parts.is more noticeable in the slow move- 
ment, but 1" has a lyricism which at the 
time it was written marked a new phase 
in. Reizenstein’s development. The 
Finale is formally the most coherent of

He played it with conviction. That could 
hardly be said of the. Schumann 
Fantasy. in. which. discipline so com- 
pletely. mastered emotion as all but to 
extinguish it.

JOINT RECITAL 
There. was much to commend in. the 


performance of Joan Cohen, who. gave 
a joint recital with Maureen Guy at ihe 
American Women's Club on Wednesday 
evening last. week. She had a. sound 
sense of tempo in the Bach Prelude and 


Fugue, and managed the technical 
difficulties of Liszt’s Concert Study 
and Brahms’s B Minor’ Rhapsody 


well enough, with an occasional] lapse. 
She- did not quite solve the problem of 
holding the Rhapsody together, though 
she tackled tt vigorously. The Chopin 
Ballade in G Minor and the Study in 
C Sharp Minor had a most impressive 
brilliance and effectiveness; her right 
hand arabesques and runs were beauti- 
fully clear, her sense of rubato adequate, 
and the whole conception convincing. 
Maureen Guy is a contralto with a bright 
upper register, a controlled vibrato that 
gives life to her, voice, and plenty of 
power without excessive edge, At the 
moment her lower register is lacking in 
the dark, glowing tone the mature 
contralto, and its absence was particularly 
noticeable in the last bars of ““O Love 
From Thy Power ” and the low-lying bars 
of “ Death and the Maiden.”

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EGYPTIANS RAID BORDER POLICE POST 
Two Israelis Kidnapped

JERUSALEM 

Egyptians stationed at a checkpost 
in the Nitzana aréa on Wednesday 
penetrated into the demilitarised zone 
and occupied the Israeli police post at 
Beratayim, it is announced by an 
Israeli Army spokesman.

were not known. kt had been confirmed 
that more than one approach had been 
made, 

The spokesman. declined to give the 
sources of the information and also 
refused to comment on press reports that 
Egypt was getting $80.000.000 worth of 
Communist arms at one-tenth. or one-hith 


of the prices asked by the West.
